chapter of Its history. 
Dawn of New Day 
“To the North and West the vic­ 
tories of Gettysburg and Vicksburg 
came as the dawn of a sunlit day 
after a night of fear and gloom. 
The Army of the Potomac had at 
last found itself; henceforth, it had 
a commander who was equal to the 
task of defense. 
The army of the 
Tennessee had brought forth a gen­ 
eral under whom the armies of the 
United States were destined to win 
the war. The Mississippi, the F ath­ 
er ol W aters, flowed unvexed to the 
sea. The Union was saved. 
“The state from which I come 
was. in the number of its men en­ 
gaged, 
more 
heavily 
involved 
at 
Vicksburg than at Gettysburg, for 
Indiana regiments, after the army 
of the Tennessee was organized, 
were attached to that force. 
Most 
of our infantry, artillery, and cav­ 
alry, fought through the war with 
G rant and Sherm an and Thomas, 
winning the Tennessee, the Missis­ 
sippi, 
Chattanooga, 
Atlanta, 
S a­ 
vannah, defending Nashville under 
Thomas, 
completing 
their 
great 
semi-circle 
into 
North 
Carolina. 
Only the first Indiana regiments, 
recruited and organized in the ear­ 
ly days of the wat*. were sent east 
to fight in West Virginia, and then 
to join the Army of the Potomac. 
"There were at Gettysburg, on 
those fateful days, only five regi­ 
ments of 
Indiana 
Infantry; 
the 
Seventh, 
Fourteenth, 
Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, 
and 
Twenty-seventh; 
and eight companies of Indiana 
Cavalry. 
Like many of the other 
regiments, hurried into action in 
1861 and '62, they had gone into 
camp fresh from peaceful farm s 
and villages. 
They had been or­ 
ganized and drilled, some of them , 
by men hitherto prominent only in 
civilian life. 
Lauds Indianans 
“The 
story 
is 
told, 
doubtless 
apocryphal, of one such colonel, 
who drilled his men with the m an­ 
ual of arm s in his hand. 
He got 
along fairly well, as he read the 
different orders, until he threw his 
troops into hopeless confusion by 


ysm of fratricidal strife. 
Perhaps 
we will never arrive a t a complete 
understanding of the Civil W ar, or 
of any war. Most of the world has 
learned that war, in and of itself, 
is not a desirable thing. 
It is a 
nightmare, which we 
hope 
that 
civilization may some day outgrow. 
It is seldom that it gives a solution 
of problems; more of Un it leaves 
nations drained of their strength, 
and with lowered morale, to face 
those problems in more difficult 
form, 
Many Are Ruined 
“The appeal to arm s in 1861 was 
a tragedy which brought ruin to 
more than a generation and to 
more than one-third of the United 
States, 
It brought not only te r­ 
rible loss of life but untold an ­ 
guish and misery 
to the 
whole 
country, As we remember the dead 
who gave their lives on the field of 
battle and those surviving who have 
since Joined their fallen comrades. 
we cannot but regret th at the first 
eighty-five years of our national 
life brought us to the issue of war. 
“Yet for one, I cannot regret the 
fact th at the great states of the 
Union, and the hundreds and thou­ 
sands of men in them , were willing 
to make the last sacrifice for a 


developed great empires and gov­ 
erned immense areas. 
They had 
held their subjects together for long 
periods of time. 
They had been 
the solution the old world had 
found for the problem of the order­ 
ly development of society. 
“But they had held .sway by sup­ 
pression. They had sacrificed liber­ 
ty to order. 
They had rested on 
force, and had inevitably been over­ 
thrown by force, leaving chaos for 
a new beginning in the long pro­ 
cess of evolution. 
This nation in 
the new world was based on liberty 
and equality, on government of the 
people, by the people, for the peo­ 
ple. 
The greatest issue was this: 
Could such a government hold to­ 
gether? 
Could it be a permanent 
solution to the problem of orderly 
development of government? Could 
it m aintain itself, not by the power 
of a despot, but by the will of the 
people? 
Courageous Leader 
“It was then, as it has been in 
other crises, the great good fortune 
of the United States to have at the 
helm of the ship of state one who 
knew the will of the people, and 
who had the courage, the tolerance, 
and the unselfishness to bring it to 
consummation. 
“Lincoln excelled in his knowl­ 
edge of public opinion, in his dis­ 
cernment of the real wishes, the 
will, of the people. 
He read aright 
the signs of the times. 
It was not 
his own will which he sought to 
enforce upon the seceding minority, 
but the general trend, the will, of 
the majority. By opponents he was 
accused of dictatorship, of despot­ 
ism, but as the interpreter, the en­ 
forcer of American nationality, Lin­ 
coln was as far as possible from 
dictatorship and despotism. Though 
great cause. I hope th at this co n n -1 he stretched to the limit the au- 
try may never again be called upon 
to make another such sacrifice, but 
still more fervently do I hope that 
the time will never come when we 
will not be willing to make the 
sacrifice if there is a supreme call 
for it. 
There is no greater thing 
th a t a man can give than his life, 
but there are greater things in the 
world than our property and our 
lives. 
These dead whom we honor 
today have left us an imperishable 
legacy, the memory of forefathers 
who willingly gave their lives to a 
great cause. 
“The address of Abraham Lin­ 
coln, in dedicating this battlefield, 
stands, 
among 
the 
imperishable 
charters of our country, not so 
much because of its superb diction, 
as because of its prophetic insight 
into the issues of the war.

“The side which was defeated can 
look back upon battles well fought

The 
surrender 
of 
Vicksburg 
by 
General Pemberton, when all pos­ 
sible resources of defense had been 
exhausted, made 
him subject of 
neither hum iliation nor criticism. 
“In Lee’s Gettysburg campaign, 
there may have been mistakes—in 
what campaign have there not been 
mistaken- but the army of Virginia 
and its general made as gallant a 
bld for victory as has ever been 
made. 
From the first skirmishing 
in the village, to Pickett's gwe-iu- 


him, his brigade commander, G en­ 
eral W ard, said: ‘A more gallant 
soldier and efficient officer did not 
exist. 
The great state of Indiana 
may feel proud of John Wheeler, 
the patriot and honest man. 
He 
was worthy to command the glorious 
Tw entieth and his command was 
proud of him.’ 
"Gettysburg was the most d ra­ 
matic and the most decisive battle 
of the war of 1861-65; it was also 
the place where the significance of 
th a t war received its eternal in ter­ 
pretation in the simple, m ajestic 
utterance of Abraham Lincoln. 
Cause of War 
‘In the southern part of the 
country it has been called the ‘W ar 
between the States’ but It is diffl- 
cult to reduce it to those term s 
Most of the men from the West 
fought in the West. 
The army of 
the Potomac was composed chiefly 
of men from the eastern and north 
em states and the Army of Vir­ 
ginia 
from 
the 
eastern-southern 
states, but in neither case was the 
division complete, nor hard and 
fast. 
It Is not Irrevelant here to 
note th a t after the war men in the 
arm ies adopted new states as their 
residence. 
In 1913, on the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Battle of Get 
tysburg, there was a great reunion 
of the men who iiad fought here 
Indiana as did many other states 
sent all the veterans within its bor 
ders who could go, as the official 
representatives of the state, Trans 
portatlon was arranged for 552 vet 
erans: of these, 280 were from In 
diana 
regiments, 215 
were 
from 
regim ents of other northern states 
who had moved into Indiana, and 
57 were veterans of the Southern 
army then living in Indiana. 
One 
tenth of the representatives of the 
state of Indiana, therefore, were 
from the Confederate states, 
The 
real significance of the war cannot 
be found in its designation as ‘The 
W ar between the Slates,’ 
“Many 
professional 
historians 
are writing today about the causes 
of the war and its place in history 
Not a few of them are contending 
th a t 
the 
war might 
have 
been 
avoided, 
Some 
argue 
th a t 
it 
was brought about by a few ex 
Demists — discontented, 
neurotic 
agitators in the North, and proud 
resentful, fire-eaters In the South 
Some contend that it was pm ripi 


minor motives were involved, fought 
to preserve its distinctive, social, 
political, and economic organiza­ 
tion. 
Having decided it could not 
do this within the Union, it was 
willing to make the supreme sac­ 
rifice of war to preserve it as a sep­ 
arate nation. 
Preserving the Union 
“The North fought to preserve the 
Union, to preserve it as a nation. 
‘Conceived in liberty, and dedicated 
to the proposition th at all men are 
created equal. 
Lincoln saw th at if 
this nation were divided by the In­ 
sistence of a minority upon the 
preservation and extension of its 
particular Interests, neither the na­ 
tion nor the idea upon which it was 
founded, could endure. 
The war 
was a test whether this nation, or 
any nation, so conceived and so 
dedicated, 
could 
endure. 
Could 
government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, m aintain its 
unity 
in 
the 
face of disruptive 
forces of a large, though minority 
group, devoted to its distinctive or­ 
der? 
The specific Issue of the Civil 
War was whether certain states 
could secede from the United States 
of America, take over the national 
forts, lands, and property within 
their borders, and establish a new 
and separate government under the 
title 
of 
'Confederate 
States 
of 
America.’ 
Lincoln saw this as the 
one great issue, more im portant 
than slavery, more Im portant than 
any other difference between the 
North and the South. 
On this is­ 
sue he united the North and guided 
it to victory. 
But he also saw 
clearly that this specific issue was 
a general issue as well, an issue of 
supreme importance for the whole 
world. 
If the democratic govern­ 
m ent brought forth on this con­ 
tinent could not m aintain its unity, 
then the cause of democratic gov­ 
ernment 
itself, 
throughout 
the 
world, would be lost. 
“Government, based on despot­ 
ism, on the will of a dictator, or of 
a dominant group, had been able, 
and would always have an oppor­ 
tunity, to impose its will upon its 
subjects. 
Such organizations trad 


thority and power conferred on him 
by the Constitution of the United 
States and the suffrage of the peo­ 
ple, he was, In fact, the one true 
exponent of the Constitution and 
the Declaration of Independence. 
“Thus it was that In the time of 
the Civil War American nationality 
successfully 
reasserted Itself; 
the 
lesser unity gave way to the great­ 
er. 
Democracy 
demonstrated its 
validity as a principle of govern­ 
ment over a large area and diverse 
interests. 
By the end of the first 
century of independence, the United 
States stood forth as a nation of 
both imperial grandeur and dem o­ 
cratic organization. 
It stretched 
from ocean to ocean and from the 
tropics to the sterner climate of 
the north. Its fields were bountiful 
Its mines gave forth 
Its factories furnish­ 
ed an abundance of the necessities, 
the comforts, and the luxuries of 
civilization. Its railroads bound all 
parts of the country together with 
steel ties. 
Its cities teemed with 
progressiva, energetic millions—all 
held together, all united, in the 
hands of a great, self-governing 
people. 
Greater Achievements 
"In our second century we have 
attained still greater achievements. 
Never before in the history of the 
world has there been, in spite of in­ 
evitable natural calamities, in spite 
of recurrent depressions, such a 
large 
population 
with 
such 
ad­ 
vantages and opportunities, living 
under one government, under one 
allegiance, under one flag. The Old 
World, which for long was skeptical 
about 
the 
success of the great 
democratic experiment, slow to rec­ 
ognize the growing greatness of 
America, at length learned that the 
United States, both In peace and 
in war, is one of the greatest pow­ 
ers, perhaps the greatest of them 
all. 
“Our responsibilities and our ad­ 
vantages, our 
national greatness, 
we owe to those who have gone be­ 
fore, 
Our pride in America Is our 
tribute to those who lie burled on 
this battlefield, and to those com­ 
rades who preserved the Union at 
the time of its greatest trial. Their 
patriotism, their heroism, lives on; 
it is an incentive to us to solve tin* 
great economic and social problems 
which we face today with the same 
courage und the same grim de­ 
term ination with which they held 
these hills against the em m y and 
held the Union against all division. 
“Memorial Day is not a day of 
mourning. 
It Is a day of blessed 
memories. 
By long custom It has 
become a day in which we honor 
all our dead; 
ancestors, friends, 
comrades whom we recall out of the 
past into the living present. 
The ( 
ties which each of us has with 
those who are no longer among us j 
unite in our common tribute to the 
past. The present is enriched with 
its stories, as our hearts are touched 
with the tenderness of old associ­ 
ations. 


‘It singe!h low in every heart, 
We hear it each and ail, 


A song of those who answer not, 
However we may call; 
They throng the silence of the 
heart, 
We see them as of yore,— 
The kind, the brave, th© true, the 
sweet, 
Who walk with us no more.’ 
“These, our dead, lie in the kind­ 
ly earth which yesterday nourished 
them. 
Their forefathers and ours 
lie buried here and there along the 
old frontiers of progress, from Ply­ 
mouth and Jamestown, to the Gold­ 
en Gate and the islands of the sea. 
We have erected monuments to 
them, which, for a generation or 
two, are revisited and kept fresh 
in the memory of those who knew 
and loved the ones buried there. 
To generations which never knew 
the long departed, these monuments 
may become meaningless. Many a 
little pioneer cemetery where sleep 
those who opened this country to 
civilization now lies forgotten and 
neglected. 
To the few great men 
and women who won fame as lead­ 
ers, public memorials are erected. 
In their splendor, they gather to 
the memory of these great ones the 
credit for the work of the humbler, 
forgotten ones upon whom rested 
the burden of their day. 
“On this day, set apart as a me­ 
morial, we do well to remember 
them all; those whom we knew, and 
those who have but a nameless part 
In our past ; both the great heroes, 
and the folk of common clay. 
Our 
thoughts advance from 1863 to 1898 
when the reunited Republic took its 
place as a world power and achiev­ 
ed the freedom of Cuba, Puerto 
Rico, 
and 
the 
Philippines. 
We 
think of our comrades who fell in 
the World War, comrades sleeping 
today In Flanders Field, in the Ar­ 
gonne. and in the homeland. 
We 
dwell in memory upon the countless 
multitudes 
who 
wrought 
their 
deeds, not on any field of battle, but 
in the care and toil of every-day 
life. 
We cherish all these associ­ 
ations in our hearts, transmuting 
them into a firm resolution to take 
up and continue that which they 
have thus far achieved. 
“Star of Bethlehem” 
“So long as the sun shines In the 
heaven, so long as the clouds send 
their rain upon the earth, so long 
as spring succeeds winter and au­ 
tum n ripens the fruits of summer, 
so long as the trees wave their 
branches and the fields produce 
their grain, so long as the hills look 
out over the valleys, so long as the 
rivers run into the sea, we, the 
dwellers of this fair land, kept for 
us by our fathers In freedom and 
unity are pledged to keep it from 
age to age a land of equality, of 
opportunity, of hope and of orderly 
liberty, 
“The only glory of war is the 
glory of sacrifice. It is the soldier’s 
I gift to th e world. 
It is the life of 
the world. 
“These flowers we place will fade 
and wither. These monuments will 
crumble In the mighty grasp of 
time. 
The true monuments to the 
soldier dead should be the living 
people of this nation. 
“The spirit of the men who lie 
beneath the flag is the spirit of 
America. 
It has given our nation 
strength and dignity. If we are to 
be true monuments to them let us 
partake of that spirit. i* t us for­ 
get class, let us forget self and take 
up once more the banner of un­ 
selfish service.

Hitler Reviews (herman Navy 
At Jutland Anniversai'y Fete 


Kiel, Germany, May 30 (AP).— 
Adolf Hitler reviewed a reborn Ger­ 
man navy Friday in a sea spectacle 


unrivaled here since maneuvers pre­ 
liminary to the battle of Jutland. 


Attired in a simple brown uniform 
which he created for his nazi party, 
the Reichsfuhrer watched the fleet, 


oi more than one hundred units 
from a vantage point twenty miles 
out in Kiel bay. 


Three 
"vest-pocket” 
battleships 
led the parade. 
N ineteen subm a­ 
rines, the first since the wax, fol­ 
lowed. 
Cruisers, 
destroyers 
and 
speedboats plowed by in the revital­ 
ized nazi navy dem onstration. 
Hitler on Private Ship 
Hitler was aboard h is private dis­ 
patch ship Grille. 
G eneral Werner 
von Bloniberg, m inister of war. and 
other nazi leaders were with him. 
Ail excursion boat alongside the 
Grille contained virtually all cabinet 
m inisters with the exception of G en­ 
eral Hermann W ilhelm Goering, air 
minister. Thirty other boats loaded 
with spectators witnessed the dis­ 
play. 
The submarines and speedboats 
were new. shown for the first time. 
They were the first units construct­ 
ed under the Anglo-G erm an treaty 
which erased the Versailles treaty 


( lim itations 
restricting 
the 
Reich 
navy to 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 tons. 
The projected nazi navy under the 
new treaty is to reach 420,595 tons, 
I or about thirty-five per cent of the 
I British fleet. 
The new units shown 
j Friday provide the nucleus. 
The flagship Admiral Graf Spee, 
carrying the commander, Admiral 
Foerster, headed the parade. 
Earl­ 
ier several of the units had engaged 
the veteran target ship Zaeringer in 
a sham battle. 
Hitler was aboard the battleship 
Deutschland as the fleet guns con­ 
centrated on the battered Zaeringer. 
The "attacker” invaded the bay 
from the North Sea, operated by ra­ 


dio. 
It escaped, unshelled, and the 
guns stopped booming after fifteen 


m inutes when the Zaeringer’s radio 
apparatus refused to function prop­ 
erly. 


T he three-day celebration began 
Thursday with preparatory m aneuv­ 
ers in the bay.
